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RETROSPECT OF 1876. 

Forsiga Relations Immediately after the 
conclusion of the negociations at Chefoo, 
the Chinese were required to enter upon 
a revision of the German treaty; and 
negociations with that object are under- 
stood to be now in progress. Two of 
the points arranged by Mr. von Brandt 
have been already made public. Lekin 
dues on foreign goods within the Settle- 
ments at Shanghai are to cease imme- 
diately; and Drawback certificates are to 
be exchangeable for cash, at the option 
of the holder. 

‘The first is, of course, a partial realisa- 
tion of what was secured by the Chefoo 
Convention. Sir Thomas Wade stipula- 
ted that lekin should not be collected 
within the limits of the foreign Con- 
cessions at any of the open ports; but 
left the date for giving effect to that 
stipulation, to be fixed after the British 
Government had arrived at an under- 
standing on the subject with other 
foreign Governments. Mr. von Brandt 
has expedited the application of the 
clanse as regards Shanghai, and we are 
indebted to him for hastening even by 
a few months the extinction of a tax 


as we contend illegally, upon foreign 
goods. We are told that, in making 
this arrangement, the foreign Ministers 
have protested against the act being 
construed into a recognition of the 
legality of Tekin elaawhere, We only 
hope that they see their way to make 
the protest of effect. 

‘The new arrangement with regard to 
Drawbacks terminates what has been 
a constant source. of complaint and 
difficalty for the last sixteen years. 
Tho treaty of Tientsin places no limita: 
tion upon the time within which duty 
may be recovered on: re-exported goods; 
but, in the year 1860, for some occult 
reason, the then foreign . Ministers 
sanctioned the restriction of the priv- 
ilege within a period of twelve months, 
with reference to the port of Shanghai 
and the Customs have ever since réfased 
to grant drawbacks after twelve months, 
everywhere. The discussions which 
took place on this subject were term- 
inated in 1872 ‘by an agreement to 


accept 30 months as the period after 


. | which no drawback should be allowed ; 
bat this agreement fell through in com- 


pany with the impracticable lekin and 
transit duty rules with which it was 
coupled. So matters stood when Sir 
Thomas Wade compelled’ the Chinese 
Government last autumn, in the agree- 
ment of Chefoo, to extend the period for 
the issue of drawbacks from twelve 
months to 36. Mr. von Brandt has 
now induced them to agree, farther, 
to the repayment of drawback duties 
in coin if the. merchant desire. It 
has-hitherto been the practice that 
certificate merely should:be given, that 
snch an amount of drawback duty was 
due, and that this certificate should be 
accepted at the Custom House in pay- 
ment of import duty as occasion arose. 
Practically the system works fairly 
conveniently. Merchants get a draw- 
back certificate one week, and tender it 
in payment of duty the next; so the 
privilege of receiving coin instead of 
paper will probably not be very largely 
availed of. It is, however, manifestly 
fair that when a man has paid money 
he should be entitled to get back money, 
and not paper, if he wishes; and this 
he will be entitled to do after the lst 
day of the third year of Kwangsi— 
that is to say, the 13th Febraary, 1877.

Secretary and his personal influence 
give him great weight in the Cabinet, 
the Government would not interfere 
decisively in such a matter, with the 
acts of a viceroy in his own satrapy.

preciated. The Chinese have always 
hitherto insisted on a life for a life, and 
though, of course; their request would be 
ineffectual if it were opposed to English 
law, itmay be convenient, diplomatically, 
to refer to this precedent in case 
future accidents. 

Tn accordance with this agreement, 
the purchase money was eventually 
fixed at Tis. 285,000; and certain. 
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regalations® having been drawn up 
for the safer conduct of the traffic, the 
line was re-opened for traffic on the 
Ist December; and, except a passing 
misunderstanding. with the country- 
People, who -claimed the privilege of 
Forking on it within their district to 
the exclusion of outsiders, has since 
been working quietly and successfally. 
It is earning a remunerative income, and 
there is a very fair likelihood of its being 
continaed by the Chinese after it has 
been finally handed over to their control. 
If this be so, the object of the promoters 
<that of introducing railways into 
China, will have been successfally ac- 
complished ; for we cannot believe that 
a practical people will be long satisfied 
that @ means of locomotion so speedy 
and convenient shall be.. confined 
to the nine miles of country. between 
Shanghai and Woosung. ‘Sooner or 
later—and sooner, we confidently antici- 
pas than many people venture to 

ype—we look for the extension of the 
present railway to Soochow, and the 
farther development of the system. If 
Foreigners, were allowed to prosecute 
the enterprise, next year might see the 
commencement of the undertaking. 
Chinese capital would be willingly 
offered, and Foreign money would not be 
wanting now the difficult first step 
has been gained. But the Chirose 
people do not trass their own Rulers; 
they will not attempt to make a line 
a8 @ private joint stock undertaking, 
and the absence of this sense of security 
must militate to delay railway extension 
—-unlegs, indeed, it be taken up as a 
Government enterprise.

Evaer batch of papers from Japan 
contains some fresh evidence of the 
vigour with which the governing powers 
are atriving to improve the administra 
tion and condition of the countzy, and 
affords a fresh and striking contrast to 
the effetoness of the Mandarinate which 
preys upon China. Ata time when an 
effort is being made in China to re. 
establish the practice of levying tribute 
in kind—for the simple purpose of 
providing’ freight for the C. M.S. N. 
‘steamers—in provinces where a money 
commutation had been introduced, the 
Japanese Government is abandoning 
the old cumbrous system and defining 
the land tax at 2 per cent. on the 
value of the land, It is estimated that 
this change will relieve the land of 
annual burdens to the amount of 
$8,000,000 ; and reductions to a sitni- 
Jar amount are to be made in the tnx- 
ation for local purposes.

Wo have so often written of the ex- 
tortionate and wastefal system of 
Chinese finance, that we will not again 
inflict upon our readers the opposite 
side of the picture, as presonted in 
this country, nor specialise the 
increasing and oppressive exactions 
and increasing aud useless expenditure 
which are here crashing commerce 
and exciting a growing discontent 
among the people.—While the Mikado, 
again, has been advised to emerge from 
his seclusion, show himself to the people, 
take an active share in the government, 
and travel through his dominions, the 
Enmperors of China have been restricted 
more and more within the precincts of 
the Harem. It is almost painfully 
Tndicrous to turn from the picture of 
the Mikado's going to open, in state, the 
railway from Osaka to his ancient 
capital of Kioto,—to the edict we 
publish to-day among our translations 
of Peking Gazettes, gravely cousuring 
cortain literary examiners for departing 
from the established regulation of travel- 
ling overland from Canton to Peking 
and electing’ to save both time and 


expense by taking passage ine steamer 
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—or to the history of the straggle for 
existence of the Woosung Railway, 
over which the very market gardeners 
are still not allowed to carry their pro- 
duce to the Shanghai market.—While 
China boasts altogether one native 
newspaper, supported if report say 
troly by 2 liberal official subsidy, 
and having apparently for itsmainobject 
to sing the praises of the mandarins, 
Japan has a flourishing and inde- 
pendent Press, which criticises frankly 
and forcibly the actions of ite ralers, 
We have often blamed the severity of 
the Censorship exercised by the Japanese 
Governmentoverthe Press; butthere has 
never been an attempt to extinguish it, 
and we are glad to see that the Censor- 
ship itself is being materially relaxed, 
and the abolition of the punishment of 
imprisonment in connexion with it, is 
looked forward to.—What would be 
the fate of a Chinaman who ventured 
to establish a newspaper in China and 
comment on the acts of his superiors, 
as the Japanese Press criticises those 
of its own Government ?—We had 
occasion, very recently, to notice the 
excellent postal system which has been 
established in Japan; and nothing 
in that system was more remark- 
able than the confidence evinced 
by the large deposits in the Sav- 
ings Banks which have been introduced 
on the English model, in connexion 
with the Department—How man 
Chinamen would be found to deposi 
their money in a chest over which their 
Government had control ?—Bat it is 
needless to multiply instances. Woe 
are far from saying that the Japanese 
Go it in perfect. Many of the 
introduced are no doubt as yet 
1, but they all tend in the 
right direction, and tend to improve 
the resources and condition of the 
people.—The main object of Govern- 
ment in China seems to be to utter 
platitudes and increase taxation. 


























‘TING FUTAI INSULTED BY A BRIBE. 
‘Tun Peking Gazette of the 15th Jan- 
uary contains an amusing and charao- 
teristic out-pouring from Ting Jih- 
chang, Governor of Fohkien, in his 
character of rigid moralist and disci- 
plinarian, He bas received a letter 
from an official named Kin Teb-hung 
saying that another official named 
‘Tsiang Féng-teao was desirous of con- 
tributing Tis. 1,000 to the fund for 
the relief of sufferers by the recent 
floods ; but that, as the latter “did 
not wish his name to appear as con- 
tribator, he had requested the writer 
to address the Governor confidentially, 
entreating him to “take his humble 
aspirations into consideration.” It is 
scarcely surprising that the Governor 
should have looked upon this as an 
intended bribe. As he very pointedly 
remarks, the floods are » thing long 
past, and if Mr. Tsiang was so an- 
xious to relieve distress he had better 
have come forward at the time. Sub- 











soriptions for the relief of distress are 





public and perfectly proper under- 
taking ; why then should the drafts 
be forwarded so secretly; and what 
necessity was there for calling atten- 
tion to the giver’s “humble aspirae 
tions P” In fact, “the only explanation . 
that could be attached to the affair is 
that it was his intention to tempt the 
Governor with asurreptitious offer.” The 
argument does emiuent credit to Ting 
Fatai’s discernment,and we can imagine , 
the holy horror with which he was 
overcome on discovering such unheard 
of wickeduess.—Bat what is the object 
of all this ont-pouring to the Throne? , 
Is it necessary to the maintenance of 
his réle that he should pose in this 
way at intervals, and call all the world, 
to witness his spotless purity? For, 
‘Ting’s large experience of office can : 
Jeave him in little doubt what verdict 
will be passed upon his proceedings at 
Peking. There will be a general ex- 
pression of regret that the ‘Tis, 1,000 .

DEATHS BY SUPFOCATION ON BOARD SHIP. 
An enquiry was held before R. A. Mowat, 
on Friday, into the circumstances at- 
ing the deaths of John Watts, carpenter, 
and Frank Harris, ordinary seaman, of the 
barque Join Potts, who ware found dead in 
their berths early’ the morning. The 
following evidence was given 
ALEXANDER MoPaxmon deposed—I am 
art owner and master of the John Potts. 
bout 5.30 this morning, I heard the ateward 
‘talking to the mate. I was in 
mate was in his room, which ia just outaide 
my cabin, From the tone-of the steward’ 
voice I gathered that something was 
matter, and at once got up.
